At Canastota, N. Y., the east- 
bound 20th Century Limited, ex | 
tra-fare New York Central Chi- 
cago-New York train, was wrecked 
early today when the locomotive’s 
boiler exploded. Three crewmen in 
the cab were killed. 

Eight cars of the Pennsylvania’s 
Washington-to-New York express 
wrenched loose and piled up in 
last night’s wreck. The electric- 
powered train, which makes the 
226-mile run in 210 minutes with 


Newark, N. J., the first stop, and 
carried 541 passengers—many of 
them service men—was heading 
into a curve at Frankford Junc- 
tion, in northeast Philadelphia, 
when the accident occurred at 6:12 
o'clock. 


Passengers Buried in Debris. 


A waste-packed journal box “ran 
hot,” railroad executives said, on 
the front of the seventh car of the 
16-car train, burning the wheel 
loose from the axle. 

The coach, hurtled into a steel 
pole supporting overhead power 
lines, was cut in two lengthwise as 
though by a giant ax. The coach 
behind jammed  accordion-like 
against it. Six other cars behind 
them were thrown from the rails, 
but all the dead and most of the 
injured were in the seventh and 
eighth coaches. 

Passengers were buried under 
the debris from which many ‘of 
the living were not released until 
hours later. Some were thrown 
through windows; galley workers 
in the diner were scalded. 

Robert Calvert of "Birmingham, 
Ala., a veteran of the fighting in 
North Africa, who was walking in 
the aisle of the third car, said 
something hit him in the stomach. 
“It seemed a million people were 
on top of me,” he said. “I couldn’t 
get my breath. I thought, ‘This is 
it. I will die now.’” 


Roy Howard on Train. 


Roy Howard, president of the 
New York World-Telegram, and 
his wife, and Lin Yutang, the Chi- 
nese author, were on the train but 
escaped injury. 

Mr. and Mrs. Howard were in 
the eleventh car from the iocomo- 
tive. 

“I knew it was a wreck, and I 
pushed my wife to the floor, be- 
lieving she would be safest there 
if the car turned over,” Howard 
said. “I lay down on the floor, too. 

“Fortunately, the car did not 
overturn and we were not hurt. I 
took my time, and as soon as I was 
able I left the train and telephoned 
the story of the wreck to New 
York.” 

Howard said he had seen Dr. Lin 
and his family board the train in 
Washington. After the wreck, he 
found them unhurt.

Aldermen Vote Unan- 
imously to Knock Out 
Provision on Dating of 
Bottle Caps. 


The Board of Aldermen, meet- 


day, repealed the gecret dating 
code section of the amended milk 
ordinance and passed a bill con- 
tinuing the toll charge for vehicles 
using MacArthur Bridge. 

The bill to*repeal the recently 
enacted secret dating code, the in- 
stitution of which recently aroused 
a storm of public protest, was 
passed without a dissenting vote 
by the 22 members of the board 
who were present. The bill, which 
was sent immediately to Mayor 
Aloys P. Kaufmann, carried an 
emergency clause that will make it 
effective as soon as he signs it. It 
was the Mayor, in a special ap- 
pearance before the board last Fri- 
day; who strongly -urged the re- 
pealer. 

The toll continuation bill was 
passed by a vote of 21 to 1. Al- 
derman Anton Niemeyer of the 
Eighth Ward, a Democrat, voted 
against the bill, explaining to re- 
porters later that he believed the 
city should fully determine the ex- 
tent of the prospective revenue 
fund defic# before taking such a 
step. The continuation of the toll, 
after the retirement of municipal 
relief bonds next year, w pro- 
posed by Comptroller Louis Nolte 
who estimated the tolls would add 
about $825,000 annually to the mu- 
nicipal fund. That bill also was 
supported strongly by the Mayor.

He was taken later to Magnolia 
Avenue Police Station. 

Suffered From Heart Disease. 

Kirby said that, after talking 
with Dr. MaclIvor's physicians and 
with police, he was convinced that 
the entire incident was due to an 
attack of angina pectoris, from 
which the clergyman has suffered 
for years. He said he understood 
that a policeman prevented Dr. 
Maclvor, just after his arrest, from 
taking a medicinal tablet which 
might have relieved his condition. 
He said that if the smell of whisky 
or brandy was “on the minister’s 
breath, it was because he had 
taken such drink, on a physician’s 
advice, to relieve the pain around 
his heart. 

Twelve of the 22 members of the 
session attended the meeting of 
that body after the church service;

45 MEN LOSE LIVES IN FIRE 
IN HOTEL AT HOUSTON, TEX. 


War Workers, Old-Age 
Pensioners, Transients 
Trapped by Flames Cut. 
ting Off Stairs and 
One Escape. 


HOUSTON, Tex., Sept. 7 (AP).— 
Forty-five men, war workers, 
transients and old-age pensioners, 
were killed today in a fast-spread- 
ing fire that swept the Gulf Hotel, 
an old brick and frame structure. 


Others of the 133 men listed on 
the hotel’s register last night were 
in serious condition. Thirty-two 
were taken to hospitals, but 16 
were released. 

Police and fire officials said they 
thought all bodies had been re- 
moved from the ruins. 

Eyewitnesses, said many men 
. jumped from the windows and a 
fire escape. Men fought and 
clawed to get through one un- 
blocked exit. 

The fire, discovered shortly after 
midnight, blocked off one of the 
two fire escapes to the three-story 
structure. An inside stairway like- 
wise was made impassable for 
those caught,on the two upper 
floors. Flames’ poured from every 
opening and crevice in the. build- 
ing. Firbmen could not lay ladders 

against it. 

W. A. Wheeler, occupant of ‘a 
second-floor room, said he ran to 
one fire escape and found it cut 
off. 

“Then with three other men I 
went to ,the third floor trying for 
the other fire escape, We ran stum- 
bling over bodies. At the fire es- 
cape men were jammed together 
fighting to start down. We begged 
them to let each man take his 
time and they did. Men started 
pouring down the escape. I saw 
one man run to the window and 
jump head first. He droppped 
straight down to the sidewalk. As 


‘|we went down we saw men jump- 


ing off the fire escape at every 
level.” 

The fire started on the second 
floor. The hotel occupied the up- 
per two floors. 

Police quoted W. LL. Chappell, 
the night clerk, as saying that 
about 12:15 a, m. he heard some- 
one on the second floor call “fire.” 
Chappell said he found a mattress 
ablaze in one of the rooms, but 
that he extinguished the flames 
with a bucketful of water. Soon 
afterward, Chappell declared, 
flames were discovered shooting 
out from a luggage room across 
the hall.

A further qualification provided 
that the Council, in examining 
means by which its peace aims 
may be fully achieved, give “due 
regard for all American interests 
and responsibilities.” 

Dtails of Proposal. 

Contending a detailed postwar 
foreign policy would be “imprac- 
tical” at this time, the proposal 
calls for: 

“1. Prosecution of the war by a 
united nation to conclusive vic- 
tory over al] our enemies, includ- 
ing (a) disarmament and disor- 
ganization of the armed forces of 
the Axis; (b) disqualification of 
the Axis to construct facilities for 
the manufacture of implements of 
war; (c) permanent maintenance 
of trained and well-equipped armed 
forces at home. .

MUNICH BOMBED BY R. A. F. 
YANKS HIT ACROSS CHANNEL 


Heavy Night Attack Follows Blow by For- 


tresses at Stuttgart—Air Offensive 


in Sixth. Day. 


LONDON, Sept. 7 (AP).—The 
Royal Air Force carried out a 
heavy and concentrated raid last 
night on Munich, German indus- 
trial center and birthplace of the 
Nazi party, and American bombers 
winged over the channel in day- 
light today carrying the Allied 
round-the-clock air offensive into 
its sixth day. 

American Marauder medium 
bombers hit at the French rail 
center of St. Pol for the second 
time in four days today and other 
American bombers attacked an 
aircraft factory and airfield near 
Brussels, in Belgium, and targets 
near St. Omer, France.

Munich on Line to Italy. 

The target of the British night 
assault -was identified first by the 
Berlin radio, a preliminary London 
Announcement saying merely that 
Germany had again been bombed. 

In addition to being the site of 
important industries, Munich is a 
vital communications center 
through which flows lines leading 
into Italy.via the Brenner’ Pass. 

The British Air Ministry said 16 
bombers were lost in the night’s 
operations. The communique said 
the attack on Munich was concen- 
trated and effective, although 
clouds prevented full observation 
of results, 

It was the first attack on Mu- 
nich since the night of July 16, 
when swift Mosquito bombers 
stabbed at the city. The last heavy 
raid on Munich was carried out 
March 9. 

Other Night Raids. 

Other aerial activities last night, 
the Air Ministry said, included 
intruder patrols by the fighter 
command over airfields in France. 
Naval aircraft also blasted light 
Nazi naval craft near the French 
chafinel coast. : 

Last night’s attack on Munich 
was the R. A. F.’s fourth succes- 
sive night assault on Germany, 
beginning with a heavy raid on 
Berlin last Friday night.

Europe and in the realm of present 
and post-war politics. 

Russia has been given repre- 
sentation on a newly-created Allied 
commission for the Mediterranean, 
and it was learned on high author- 
ity today that the purpose of the 
organization is to get the Mediter- 
ranean area out of the war. 

It also was learned on the high- 
est authority that Great Britain 
and the United States have reached 
a virtual agreement to continue 
their combined chiefs-of-staff in 
operation, at least for a while, in 
the postwar period. 

The position of the American 
Government is that probably a 
transition period will be necessary 
after tht last shot is fired. Prob- 
ably no peace treaty will be signed 
immediately. 

In view of the highest American 
authorities, a transition period 
would give the world time to re- 
cover from its shell shock and 
would result in writing the peace 
in better language. 

Talks With Churchill Again. 

Earlier today, Roosevelt and 
Prime Minister Churchill renewed 
their war discussions amid multi- 
plying signs that they are await- 
ing some momentous development 
——perhaps a definite peace bid from 
Italy. 

Indirect peace pleas have been 
emanating from Rome via radio 
for some time, and Enrico Galeazzi, 
an official of the Vatican, which 
might be an agency through which 
formal overtures would be made, 
is on the way to Washington. 

Churchill has been on this side 
of the Atlantic since Aug. 10, and, 
while his current mission appears 
to have been fulfilled, he as yet 
has exhibited no disposition to re- 
turn to England. Hence specula- 
tion developed that the two United 
Nations statesmen virtually are 
marking time. 

Churchill, Roosevelt Confer. 

White House officials said today 
they did not know how long 
Churchill would remain. While the 
Prime Minister and the President 
conferred for an hour or more this 
morning, Presidential Secretary 
Stephen Early stated “their con- 
versations will continue, and mem- 
bers of the United States and Brit- 
ish staffs will be coming in from 
time to time, on no set schedules. 

Early said he saw no pressing 
weason for Churchill's return to 
England and that he did not think 
the Prime Minisiter’s stay had been 
prolonged longer than originally 
was expected. 

Roosevelt scheduled conferences 
today with Secretary of War Stim- 
zon; Nelson Rockefeller, who is 
about ready to go to Mexico as a 
member of an American-Mexican 
industrial commission; Constantin 
Fotitch, the Yugoslavian Ambassa- 
dor; and Basil O’Connor, president 
of the National Foundation for 
Infantile Paralysis. 

Churchill Hint on Postwar Plans. 

There was a hint in Churchill's 
address at Har¥ard University yes-’ 
terday that significant postwar 
planning already had been done 
by the Allies. — 

European political problems, par- 
ticularly those in which Russia 
would be concerned, still may be 
engaging the attention of Roose- 
velt and Churchill, although con- 
siderable progress already seems 
to have been made toward their 
solution. 

Secretary of State Hull, asked to-

Most City and County Children 


Return to Classes After Vacation 


190,000 Expected at City Public Schools and 
48,000 in County—Others Enter Parochial 
Institutions. 


Most of the school children in 
St. Louis and St. Louis County re- 
turned to their classes today as 
school officials forecast some in- 
crease in elementary school regis- 
trations and a decrease in high 
school enrollment due to wartime 
cofiditions. 

About 100,000 students were ex- 
pected to register in the St. 
Louis public schools, and an addi- 
tional 48,000 in publié schools of 
St. Louis County. thers enrolled 
in Catholic and Lutheran pa— 
rochial schools. ; 

About 25,000 pupils were expected 
to enroll in the 78 Catholic schools 


000 in the 43 Parochial schools in 
the county. 

Philip J. Hickey, acting superin- 
tendent of instruction of St. Louis 
schools, said he anticipated an in- 
crease in enrollment in the 112 
elementary schools because of an 
influx of war workers, but that 
because many high schoél students 
are taking war jobs he expected 
this increase would be offset by a 
decrease shown at the 12 high 
schools, 

Some high school students have 
requested trapsfers to schools 
closer to their places of employ- 
ment, Hickey said, so that they may 
continue their education as they 
work. : 

Additional efforts to curb juve- 
nile delinquency will be made this 
year, Hickey said. 'Special training 
is to be provided for pupils with 
emotional disabilities, and princi- 


pals have been instructed to de- 
vote one hour a week to character 
building programs. 

At the annual meeting for princi- 
pals, held yesterday, Hickey said 
that regular attendancg, was one 
of the chief factors in Woventing 
outbreaks of deliriquency and van- 
dalism. 


Hickey also told the principals |. 


yesterday that they would have 
added responsibilities under. the 
new teacher tenure plan to assure 
a high caliber of teachers in the 
schools.’ Under this plan all new 
teachers are appointed on a yearly 
basis for the first three years, and 
may be suspended or dismissed 
only for causes shown in the reg- 
ulations. After three years, a 
teacher becomes eligible for the re- 
tirement plan, which also goes into 
effect this year. 

The retirement plan, which is to 
become effective Jan. 1, provides 
that after certain terms of service 
teachers may retire on a pension 
not to exceed $1000 per year. 
Teachers will pay into.a retirement 
fund 5 per cent of their earnings 
up to $2000 per year, and for the 
first year of operation may draw 
out a maximum of $60 per month. 
Retirement is compulsory at the 
age of 70.

$1.60 an hour for top mechanics 


(plus 10 cents for night shift | 


work), are subject to approval by 
Stabilization Director Fred M. Vin- 
son. 

The lowest paid classification 
will be 82% cents an hour, now 
being paid after 90 days’ employ- 
ment. The present contract hiring 
rate of 67 cents hourly was or- 
dered abolished and new employes 
may be hired at the regular grade 
rate. The present rate for top 
mechanics is $1.47% an hour, 

The schedule proposed to the 
board called for an increage to 
$1.67% hourly but the board gaid 
anything over $1.60 would exceed 
the highest rate for that bracket 
in the community. 

In addition, the board raised the 
premium rates paid for the second 
and third shifts from five cents an 
hour to 10 cents an hour. These 
increases are in addition to the 
4% cents allowed by the board last 
March as a cost of living adjust- 
ment under the Little Steel formu-

Retroactive Increases. 
The increases approved are re- 
troactive to March 3. The board, 
however, ordered the retroactive 
payment in the form of an equalJ 
lump sum of $78 for each employe 
and requested the company and 
the plant union, the International 
Association of Machinists (inde- 
pendent), to urge workers to ac- 
cept payment in war bonds and 
stamps. 

Chairman William H. Davis said

GEN. KEPNER BECOMES CHIEF

Gen, William E. Kepner, veteran 
Army airman, has assumed com- 
mand of the United States Eighth 
Air Force fighter command in Eng- 
land in a personnel shift believed 
to portend extensive expansion of 
the fighter force in a new tactical 
air force designed to blast the way 
for a ¢ross-channel invasion.

and submachine guns kept a crowd 
away from the wreckage. Stretch- 
er bearers had difficulty getting 
the dead and injured through the 
thousands who earlier had gath- 
ered at the scene, which is in a 
crowded business and industrial 
section, three miles east of the 
North Philadelphia station. 

All available ambulances went 
to the scene, and hundreds of air 
raid wardens were mobilized to 
help police, firemen, soldiers and 
sailors in rescue work. Hospitals 
pleaded for registered nurses and 
blood donors, 

The last person to be taken 
alive from the wreckage, Mrs. 
Christina Nix, 28 years old, of 
Long Island City, N. Y., died in 
a hospital. A physician had am- 
putated her leg to free her from 
the wreckage, in which she lay 
six hours with her head and torso 
outside a sheared coach and both 
legs held firmly inside. 

She had said: “Take your time; 
I can stand it.”

A Ma- 
rine who had occupied the seat 
with Mrs. Nix lay dead nearby. 
For hours the rescuers cut 
through the wreckage with acety- 
lene torches before Mrs, Nix could 
be removed. During that time 
she was given several transfusions, 
but not once, witnesses said, did 
she complain. 

In the same car, rescue workers 
saw the bodies of a man and a 
woman, the man’s arm protective- 
ly around the woman’s shoulders.

“For our own safety as well as 
for the security of the rest of the 
world we are bound to keep it 
working and in running order 
after the war, probably for a 
good many years, ‘not only till we 
have set up some world arrange- 
ment to keep the peace but until 
we know it is an arrangement 
. which will really give us that pro- 
tection we must have from danger 
and aggression and which already 
we have had to seek across two 
vast world wars.” : 

The “gift of a common tongue,” 
Churchill told his Sanders Theater 
audience at Harvard, most of 
whom were in uniform, is a “price- 
less inheritance” to the British and 
American peoples, which has “en- 
abled us to wage war together 
with an intimacy and harmony 
mever before achieved among 
allies.” 

“It may well become the founda- 
tion of a common citizenship,” he 
added. 


Text of Speech. 


The text of Churchill's address 
follows: 

President Conant, Governor of 
the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts, gentlemen of the university, 
ladies and gentlemen here assem- 
bled: 

The last time I attended a cere- 
mony of this character was in the 
spring of 1941, when, as Chancellor 
of Bristol University, I conferred 
a degree upon United States Am- 
bassador Winant and in absentia 
upon your President, who is here 
today and presiding over this cere- 
mony. 

The blitz was running hard at 
that time and the night before the 
raid on Bristol had been heavy. 
Several hundreds had been killed 
and wounded. Many houses were 
destroyed. The buildings next to 
the university were still burning 
and many of the university author- 
ities who conducted the ceremony 
had pulled on their robes over 
uniforms begrimed and drenched. 
But it was presented with fault- 
less ritual and appropriate deco- 
rum, and I sustained a very in- 
vigorating impression of the su- 
periority of man over the forces 
that can destroy him. 

Here now, today, I am once again 
fin academic groves—groves is, I be- 
lieve the right word—where knowl- 
edge is garnered, where learning is 
stimulated, where virtues are in- 
culcated and thought encouraged. 

Here in the broad United States, 
with a respectable ocean on either 
side of us, we can now look out 
upon the world in all its wonder 
and in all its woe. 

As I look round this great com- 
pany, I see uniforms on every side. 
I understand that nearly the whole 
energies of the whole university 
have been drawn into the prepara- 
tion of American youth for the 
battle. 

For this purpose all classes have 
been transformed and even the 
most sacred factors have been 
swept away in a round the year 
and almost round the clock drive 
to make warriors and technicians 
for the fighting front. 


No Escape From World Events 

Twice in my lifetime the long 
arm of destiny has reached across 
the ocean and involved the entire 
life and manhood of the United 
States in a deadly struggle. There 
Was no use saying, “We don’t want 
it, we won’t have it. Our fore- 
bears left Europe to avoid these 
quarrels. We've founded a New 
World which has no contact with 
the old.” There was no use in 
that. The long arm reaches out 
remorselessly and everyone. sees 
the distant environment and out- 
look undergo a swift and irresist- 
ible change. 

What do you see as an explana- 
tion, Mr. President, for these 
strange facts? And what are the 
deep laws to which they respond? 
I will offer you one explanation. 

‘There are others, but one will 
suffice. The price of greatness is 
responsibility. If the people of 
the United States had remained.in 
a mediocre station, struggling with 
the wilderness, absorbed in their 
own affairs, and a factor of no 
consequence in the movements of 
the world, they might have re- 
mained forgotten and undisturbed, 
beyond their protecting ocean. 

But one cannot rise to be, in 
many ways, the leading commu- 
nity in a civilized world without 
being involved in its problems, 
without being convulsed by its 
agonies and inspired by its causes. 
If this has been proved in the past, 
as it has been, it will become in- 
disputable in the future. 

The people of the United States 
cannot escape world responsibil- 
ities. Although we live in a period 
so tumultuous that little can be 
predicted, we may be quite sure

World Anarchy or Order. 


At a positively alarming rate we 
have learned to fly. What prodigi- 
ous changes are involved in that 
new accomplishment! Man has 
parted company with his trusty 
friend, the earth, and has sailed 
into the azure with the eagles. 

Where then are those broad 
oceans or vast staring deserts? 
They are shrinking beneath our 
very eyes! Even elderly. parlia- 
mentarians like myself are forced 
to apply a high degree of mobility. 

But to the youth of America, as 
to the youth of all Britain, I say: 
You cannot stop! There is no halt- 
ing place at this point! We have 
now reached a point in the journey 
where there can be no pause. We 
must go on! It must be world’ 
anarchy or world order! 

Throughout all this ordeal and 
struggle, which is so characteristic 
of our age, you will find in the 
British Commonwealth and Em- 
pire good comrades to whom you 
are united by other ties besides 
those of state policy and public 
needs, To a large extent, there 
are the ties of blood. Naturally I, 
a child of both worlds, am con- 
scious of these, law, language, lit- 
erature, These are considerable 
factors, common conceptions of 
what is right and decent and 
marked regard for fair play, es- 
pecially to the weak and poor, a 
stern sentiment of impartial jus- 
tice and above all a love of per- 
sonal freedom, or as Kipling put 
it, leave to live by no man's leave 
underneath the law. 

These are common conceptions 
on both sides of the ocean, among 
the English speaking peoples. We 
hold to these conceptions as strong- 
ly as you do. 

We do not war primarily with 
races as such. As you have said, 
Mr, Governor, tyranny is our foe! 
Tyranny is our foe whatever trap- 
pings or disguises it wears, what- 
ever language it speaks. 

Be it external or internal, we 


must forever | 
be on our guard, ships which bring supplies to the 


ever mobilized, ever vigilant, al- 
ways ready to spring at its throat. 


Working Closely Together. 


In all this we march together. 
Not only do we march and stride 
shoulder to shoulder, at this mo- 
ment under the fire of the enemy, 
on the fields of war, or in the air, 
but also in those realms of 
thought which are consecrated to 
the rights and dignity of man. . 

At the present time, Mr, Presi- 
dent, we have been in continuéd 
vigorous action, the British and 
United States combined chiefs of 
staffs committee which works im- 
mediately under the President and 
myself as representative of the 
British War Cabinet. This com- 
mittee, with its elaborate organi- 
zation of staff officers of every 
grade, disposes of all our resources 
and in practice uses British and 
American troops, ships, aircraft, 
ammunition, just as if they were 
the resources of a single state or 
nation. 

I would not say there are never 
divergences of views among these 
high, professional authorities. It 
would be unnatural if there were 
not. That is why it is necessary 
to have plenary meetings of prin- 
cipals every two or three months. 

All these men now know each 
other, they trust each othet, they 
like each other and most of them 
have been at work together for a 
long time.

The engines are removed from 
the wrecked trucks and put on the 
repair lines.

The linings of 
the motors are rebored, with new 
rings, tested and ready to go fi- 
nally into the paint room, where 
they are resprayed with green 
paintf Housings, gears, clutch 
plates are cleaned with steam, in-

HE other day I promised te 
tell you something about maps. 
You may never have seen it 
mentioned, but a map is as com- 
mon a piece of equipment among 
front line officers asa steel hel- 
met. A combat officer would be 
perfectly useless without his map. 

It is the job of the engineers to 
handle the maps for each di- 
vision. Just as soon as a division 
advances to the edge of the ter- 
ritory covered by its maps, the 
map officer has to dig into his 
portable warehouse and fish out 
thousands of new maps. 

The immensity of the map pro- 
gram would amaze you. When it 
came from America, the Forty- 
fifth Division brought with it 83 
tons of Sicilian maps! I forgot to 
ask how _— individual maps 
that would be, but it would surely 
run close to half a million. 

The Forty-fifth’s maps were far 
superior to any we had been using 
and here’s the reason: Our maps 
were based fundamentally on old 
Italian maps. Then for months 
ahead of the invasion our recon- 
naissance planes flew over Sicily 
taking photographs. These photos 
immediately were flown across the 
Atlantic to Washington. There, if 
anything new were discovered in 
the photographs, it was superim- 
posed on the maps. 

They kept this process of cor- 
rection open right up to the last 
minute. The Forty-fifth sailed 
from America only a short time 
before we invaded Sicily, and in 
the last week before it sailed the 
Map’ Section in Washington 
printed, placed in waterproofed 
cases, and delivered to the boats, 
those 83 tons of maps, hot off the 
presses,

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A REALISTIC WAR NEWS POLICY. 

Announcement that President Roosevelt has in- 
structed the Army, the Navy and the State Depart- 
ment to release more news to the Office of War In- 
formation will'be widely hailed as a victory for the 
OWI and its director, Elmer Davis, who has fought 
hard and long for such an order. It is a victory 
for them, and it is more than that. It is a victory 
also for the public, which is entitled to more facts 
about the war than it has been getting. 

Washington moans every now and then about the 
“complacency” of the public, a state of mind which 
is said to curtail production and jeopardize the suc- 
cess of the home-front campaigns conducted by 
civilian war agencies. Yet there has béen a taboo 
on presenting the hard, blunt facts about casualties 
and losses, the sort of facts that will let the people 
know what war means. Now the OWI’s plea for 
more realism, in news accounts and war pictures, 
has been accepted, to supersede the official presenta- 
tion of this war as one in which “nobody gets hurt.” 

All this is not a broadening of the OWI’s func- 
tions; it is merely a return to the principles laid 
down when it was created. Some of the news to be 
released under this revived policy may be unpleas- 
ant, even harrowing, but it will remind the Polly- 
annas among us that war is dead-serious business.

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THE “PRATERNITY” SPEECH. 

Churchill the scholar, the prose stylist, was at his 
best on Labor dhy at Harvard. Red-gowned, smil- 
ing, filled with the spirit of unity and good will, he 
gave an exclusive addience fresh proof of his power 
‘to put music into “our common language.” He 
spoke of the “academic grove,” of sailing “into the 
azure with the eagles,” He made a tool-like phrase 
with his reminder that “the power of greatness is 
responsibility.” The forensic ghosts of three great 
“B's,” Burke and Blaine and Bryan, must have been 
nodding approval at his words, 

The Prime Minister, however, is no Swinburne, 
to be stringing together bright words for the sound 
and sight of them. Even at his most academic, he 
is still the statesman, the politician, the voice of 
British policy. He spoke notéalone to a Harvard 
audience, but to the embattled Russias, to battered 
China, to the orphan governments of captive nations 
and to the’ “Satan” who symbolizes aggression. Ap- 
parently for their ears as well as ours, he took his 
“fraternity” theme from his speech a week ago, from 
that sharpened reference to “the two great powers of 
the sea and air.” And this is what he said: 

Great Britain and the Uhited States have in- 
soluble bonds of language, creed’ and goal. In the 
world of peace as in the world of war, their front 
must be united, so enmeshed that no one nation or 
group of nations dare challenge it. Ours, he seemed 
to say, is the power andthe glory: let no one try 
the strength or patience of them. . 

That accord between us is imperative none will 
deny. But, except for one reference to the other 
great allies who,. with us, will be “at once the mas- 
ters and the servants of the future,” Churchill fired 
no hopes for unity in foreign capitals. Did he speak 
only as orator, only as newly made Doctor of Laws, 
only to pedants and students and American friends? 
Or did he speak as Prime Minister, plétting a course 
he hopes to see followed for years to come? 

If Stalin and Chiang and governments-in-exile feel 
slighted, or wonder if the great fraternal power 
combine will be used in “service to mankind,” it is 
because they have been given cause to be concerned, 
in the past, and through Churchill’s words at Har- 
vard. Only his deeds, in time, can answer them. 
It is likely our friends ‘wish for more humility ‘in 
those who take for themselves the awesome task 
of putting the world to rights again.

THOUGHT your retent editorial “The 
| seeds of Disaster,” on the vital neces- 

sity for full British-American agreement 
with Russia, was excellent and most time- 
ly. “Why Was Welles Fired?” was a nat- 
ural sequitur. As to your subsequent edi- 
torial, “The Seeds of Accord,” dealing with 
Churchill’s speech at Quebec, I wonder if 
that speech ig not properly susceptible of 
another interpretation. 


The editorial said that- Churchill: showed 
no irritation at Russia’s persistent demands 
for a second front. I agree that the care- 
fully couched diplomatic language of the 
speech and Mr. Churchill’s incomparable 
rhetoric certainly are calculated to create 
that impression. But what was the real 
import of the speech? 


I understand the speech was twice post- 
poned. This suggests the possibility of some 
difficulty in reaching an agreement on what 
the Prime Minister should or should not 
say. Undoubtedly his words were most 
carefully chosen. Therefore they must be 
most carefully analyzed, having in’ mind 
that this is a momentous diplomatic docu- 
ment, intentionally made subject .to inter- 
to harmonize with future 
plans or exigencies. It should be explored 
beneath the sugar on its surface. 


Churchill’s Words to Stalin. 


As to the contents of the speech itself, 
what does Churchill actually say and, more 
important, why? 


As for the first, the speech speaks for 
itself. In forceful, albeit diplomatic words, 


ers have “defended their ‘native soil” (in- 
ferentially not to save Britain or the Unit- 
ed States as Russian propaganda would 
like to make it appear); that Russia has 
done magnificently, but that she could not 
have survived had it not been for the 
“stand made by the British people when 
they were all alone” and for “the abundant 
British and American supplies and muni- 
tions of all kinds” furnished her.

As to the second front, Churchill, by his 
reference to a third front, rather plainly 
asked Stalin why the African, Sicilian and 
Italian fighting is to be ignored. It would 
be unnatural not to be irked by having 
Rommel’s defeat and subsequent ever‘ 
brushed lightly aside as being of no con- 
sequence. ? 


When Churchill said the Channe’ will 
not be crossed for political considerations, 
he spoke vehemently and used strong lan- 
guage. In the light of Russian demands 
that the second front be opened there, 
this was a positive No, He did say that 
“I look forward to the’ day when British 
and American liberating armies will cross 
the Channel,” but he promptly added, “You 


would certainly not wish me to tell you | 


when that is likely to happen or whether 
it be near or far.” 


So much for what was said. As to the 
inferences which may be drawn: 


It well might be that Russia’s postwar 
plans and strength greatly disturb Britain. 
It is said that, for one thing, Russia wants 
political control in the Balkans, newly 
formed boundaries and salt’ water outlets, 
one or more or all of which Britain may 
consider inimical to her own interests. 


In connection with politics in the Bal- 
kans, Churchill’s complimentary reference 
to the Kings of Greece and Yugoslavia is 
significant. Regardless of the feasibility of 
a Channel crossing now or in the near fu- 
ture, it would not surprise me to see that 
delayed until our armies are in the Balkans 
—ahead of the Russians—and for purposes 
political as well as military. 


Sees Challenge in Speech. 


I'm afraid the fight against Russia is 
on. You'll remember that Churchill once 
told the House of Commons he had not 
been appointed the King’s Prime Minister 
in ordef to preside at the liquidation of 
the Empire. I think his latest speech may 
be construed in the light of that plain, pur- 
poseful statement, and it is not heartening. 


Following Germany’s defeat, Russia will 
be at peace, but we still wiJl be at war with 
Japan. This suggests that, despite suspi- 
cions, Russia should be courted if for no 
reason other than that after Germany's de- 
feat we will not be able to impress our 
will upon the Soviet Union or even to 
coerce her. 


If an attitude of mutual hostility con- 
tinues to develop, Russia will take most 
everything she wants and we won't be 
able to stop her. On the other hand, an 
equitable attitude toward her, coupled with 
a prompt and continuing demonstration of 
genuine, friendly co-operation, presents an 
opportunity—or at least a*hope—for avoid- 
ing World War III. 


If ever there was a time when national 
and individual ambitions should be sacri- 
ficed in favor of future world peace and 
security, it is now and the immediate fu- 
ture.

The deadline for mailing is Oct, 15, and 
the restriction that the package must have 
been requested by the man or woman in 
service has been lifted. The period in which 
Christmas mailing can begin starts on 
Sept. 15. 


The handling and transportation of this 
Christmas mail is going to be a prodigious 
task att best. Those who mail as early 
as possible after the 15th of this month are 
going to be helping the armed forces just 
that much. 


Christmas for those overseas will be just 
what we on this side make it. It can be 
made a joyous occasion through a gift of 
remembrance, or it can be the loneliest day 
any man ever spent, The Army will do its 
part—and the Navy and other branches, It 
is up to the civilian front to co-operate, 


Warm Debate Over Air Power 
Goes on in Three New Books 


‘Vertical Warfare,” by Francis Vivian Drake. (Dee- 
bieday, Doran & Co., Garden City, N. Y.) * 
“The Use of Air Power,’ by Flight Lt. V. EK. BR 
Blunt, R. A. F. (Military Service Publishing Ce. 
Harrisburg, Pa.) 

“Air Power and Total War,” by Cy Caléweil. 
(Coward-MecCann, Inc., New York.) 


ATURATION bombing is steadily smash- 

ing to bits many key points of Hitler’s 
Europe, but the air-power zealots are still 
unsatisfied. Allied resources should be con- 
centrated on producing bombers, they con- 
tend; armies and navies don’t matter. The 
increasing tempo and weight of the attacks 
shows how our air fleets are growing, but 
can they, as the enthusiasts contend, win 
the war single-handed? 

They can, says Francis Vivian Drake, a 
fighter pilot of World War I and now a 
civilian authority on aviation, His major 
point is that vertical warfare makes it pos- 
sible to strike heavy blows at the enemy’s 
heart at a cost in casualties, explosives and 
equipment far less than that required by 
lateral warfare, on land or sea. 

Drake urges use of the bombing forces 
now in service, and soon to be available, 
for intensive, unceasing attacks on Ger- 
man industries. He estimates that 3000 
British and American bombers could hurl 
240,000 tons of bombs upon those plants in 
four to six months, and Nazi collapse would 
follow. The war in Europe would end with 
“an economical march of occupation,” fob 
lowed by the same treatment for Japan. 

This is a far more optimistic attitude 
than that taken by Lt. Blunt, a former Brit- 
ish flyer, in the second book listed. His 
views, indeed, are at such variance with 
those of the Air Ministry that he had to 
resign from the R. A, F. before the book 
could be published. 

Lt. Blunt recognizes the huge potentialli- 
ties of air power, but he also recognizes 
its shortcomings, and speaks frankly about 
them. He concludes that integration of 
land, sea and air forces is vital for the most 
efficient use of these services. 

> * 


The third writer, Cy Caldwell, was a fly- 
ing officer in the last war, has been a test 
pilot, airline pilot and aviation writer, and 
now confesses himself an air-power zealot 
who repented. The first sentence states the 
theme of his valuable and objective book: 
“The events of this war have disclosed that 
air enthusiasts have over-estimated the pow- 
er of the air arm quite as much as ortho- 
dox Army or Navy officers have under-es- 
timated it.” He adds: “I feel that over- 
zealous claims by air enthusiasts have done 
as much to hold back the growth of Amer- 
ican air power as hag the natural! inertia of 
the older forces of national defense.” 

Caldwell finds many instructive lessons in 
the campaigns of World War II. The Nazis’ 
early blitz victories did not stem from air 
power alone, he shows, but by use of a 
fighter team in which the plane was only 
one partner, Yet at Stalingrad, the dive- 
bomber failed to blast a way for the Nazi 
tanks. Axis air superiority failed to con- 
quer England, or even Malta. Crete, often 
cited as a classic example of aerial vic- 
tory, was taken by air-borne troops, fight- 
ing on the ground, and not subdued by 
bombing. Norway fell before a perfectly 
co-ordinated sea, air and land operation. 

Caldwell sees great possibilities for short- 
ening the war by intensive bombing of 
German war plants. He also agrees that 
“without air support, any landing on hos- 
tile shores would be impossible.” But ag 
for the crux of the argument—‘“No air pow- 
er, as a force capable of winning a deci- 
sion over a great nation by air action alone, 
exists as yet.” 

This, it would seem, is the theory of the 
Allied leaders, as they build more warships 
and train more soldiers, while continuing 
the aerial blasting of Nazi Germany.

It is not in an aggressive spirit, 
but rather with serious concern 
that one must observe the deterio- 
ration of relations between White 
House, State Department, and 
press. ; 

That the press and its writers 
are fallible, and that in some quar- 
ters there is positive ill will toward 
the administration, doe« not justify 
the manner in which the adminis- 
tration deals with the press. 

The administration repeatedly 
uses certain of its members in a 
way that we journalists consider 
unethical. In case after case priv- 
ileged information has been grant- 
ed to certain writers, including 
actual state papers which they 
alone have been given the oppor- 
tunity of publishing at great. eco- 
nomic benefit to themselves. Thus 
the administration many months 
ago turned over to two able jour- 
nalists the material of what 
amounted to an official white 
paper on the diplomatic prelude to 
the war, and more recently a spe- 
cial writer for a weekly magazine 
was given access Ao confidential 
diplomatic files on the North Afri- 
can situation. 

This is a means of publishing 
official material without taking of- 
ficial responsibility. It is also a 
means of rewarding the “useful” 
and punishing the critical — and 
even perhaps of turning the criti- 


this is not the function of a vital 
free press in a democracy. Its 
function is through intelligence, in- 
dependence, and intellectual integ- 
rity to throw light upon current 
events; to report them and to in- 
terpret them, as the servant of the 
people as a whole, and not of any 
group, class or party. 

It is impossible for a government 
to be the judge and critic of its 
own policies. The judge is the 
people. But how can the people 
deliberate without access to facts, 
and without an independent forum 
of debate? 


The object of free speech is td 
influence policy. It is not a pyro- 
technic that exists for itself—it is 
a political vehicle. 


The equivalent of the Hippocratic 
oath, for the responsible journal- 
ist, is his pledge to himself to try 
to learn the truth, interpret events 
accurately, criticise objectively and 
recommend wisely. He must be 
ready at all times to correct mis- 
statements of fact. But he cannot 
be asked to correct misstatements 
of opinion, for opinion can rarely 
be answered with yes or no, true 
or untrue.

OOKING back over the past 10 

years, I see no reason why 
those journalists who have chiefly. 
concerned themselves with for- 
eign affairs should apologize to 
the American people. By and 
large they have a better record 
for accurate observation and even 
for prescient prophesy than have 
the foreign offices. 

There is a reason for this. As 
the journalist in his own country 
is more closely connected with the 
people than the highest officials, 
so the correspondent in foreign 
countries is much closer to the peo- 
ple of those countries than are the 
diplomats.

SOVIETS, CHURCH MOVE 
NEARER RECONCILIATION 


Stalin Approves Meeting to 
Elect Patriarch and 
Organize Synod. 


MOSCOW, Sept. 7 (AP).—Recon- 
ciliation of the Russian state and 
the church, estranged for 25 years 
since the revolution, was advanced) 
Sunday with an official announce-| 
ment that Premier Joseph Stalin 
had approved the calling of a con- 
gress to elect a Patriarch of the 
Greek Orthodox Church and organ- 
ize the Holy Synod, administrative 
body. 

The announcement, front-paged 
in all Moscow newspapers, revealed 
that Stalin had given his approval 
after a meeting with Foreign Com- 
missar Vyacheslav Molotov and the 
three Metropolitans of Moscow, 
Leningrad and Kiev at the Krem- 
lin. 

“The head of the Government, 
Comrade J. V. Stalin,” the official 
announcement said, “expressed his 
sympathy with this decision and 
said the Government would not 
hinder this in any way.” 

The Government announcement 
does not change the status of the 
church under the Constitution of 


1936, which guarantees freedom of 


religion in Russia, but it signified 
that the state and church, long 
alienated, were drawing closer to- 
gether. 

The congress is the first to be 
held since 1925, when the church 
split into two groups with the new 
church headed by Metropolitan

DR. HRDLIGKA DEAD: 
FAMED AS SCIENTIST 


Was One of World’s Greatest 


Authorities on Mankind 
and Indian History. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 7 (AP).— 
Dr. Ales Hrdlicka, famous anthro- 
pologist, died Sunday at his 
home. He was 74 years old and 
had been ill a week. 

Dr. Hrdlicka was one of the 
world’s most noted authorities on 
mankind's history and develop- 
ment. From 1898 to 1939 the scien- 
tist was off on one expedition after 
another and it was in the latter 
year, while on a trip to Europe, 
that he suffered heart disease. A 
recurrence of the disease last week 
proved .utal. 

Dr. Hrdlicka took part in one of 
the leading acientific controversies 
of recent years, the issue of wheth- 
er human life existed on the Amer- 
ican continent in prehistoric times. 
It was his contention that it did 
not, but that man migrated here 
‘from Asia through Alaska at a com- 
paratively late date. He made a 
dozen trips to the Aleutians and 
Siberia to prove his theory and 
wrote hundreds of articles. 

Aleutian Discoveries, 

In 1936 in the Aleutians he found 
what fellow workers at the Smith- 
sonian Institution called the skull 
which housed the largest human 
brain of record in the Western 
Hemisphere. The skull, believed 
to have belonged to an Aleut who 
lived hundreds of years ago, had a 
brain capacity of 2005 cubic centi- 
meters. The average man has 
about 1450 cubic centimeters. 

As far back as 1937 he was con- 
vinced by his observations of man- 
‘kind over the centuries that an- 
‘other great war was inevitable. He 
told an interviewer then: 

“Loss of life in itself is not the 
worst feature of war as it is con- 
ducted today. The loss of a limb 
also is not so fearful. The real 
calamities of war are destruction 
of sight and hearing, corrosion of 
the lungs, shattering shocks to the 
nervous system, deep neurasthenics 
that are engendered through over~- 
powering strains.” 

To these he added “prolonged 
undernourishment of children.” 

Born in Bohemia, Dr. Hrdlicka 
was brought to this country when 
13 by his father, a cabinetmaker. 
He spent his first years in New 
York helping his father in his shop 
and studying in evening classes.

Bulldozing as an Art. 

MET a bulldozer driver who 
operates his huge, clumsy ma- 
chine with such utter skill that 
it is like watching a magician do 
card tricks. The driver is Joseph 
Campagnone of Newton, Mass. He 
is an Italian who came to America 
seven years ago, when he was 16. 
Ho is all American now. He has 
a brother in the Italian Army who 
was captured by the British in 
Egypt. 

His mother and sisters live near 
Naples, and he hopes to see them 
before this is over. I asked Joe 
if he had a funny feeling about 
fighting his own people and he 
said, “No, I guess we've got to 
fight somebody and it might as 
well be them as anybody else.” 

Campagnone has been a Cat 
driver ever since he started work- 
ing. I sat and watched him for 
two hours one afternoon while he 
ate away a rocky bank overhang- 
ing a blown up road, and worked 
it into a huge hole until it was 
reacy for traffic. He is so aston- 
ishingly adept at manipulating the 
big mechine that groups of sol- 
diers and officers gathered at the 
crater’s edge to admire and com- 
ment. 

Joe has had one close shave. 
He was bulldozing a by-pass 
around a wrecked bridge when 
the blade of his machine hit a 
mine. The explosion blew him off 
and stunned him, but he was not 
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Gen. Alexander, without the slight- 
est regard as to whether they are 
British, American or Canadian but 
simply in accordance with the 
fighting needs. 


Must Keep It Working. 

Now in my opinion it would be 
a most foolish and improvident act 
on the part of our two govern- 
ments or either of them to break 
up this’ smooth-running and im- 
mensely powerful machinery the 
moment the war is over. For our 
awn safety as well as for the se- 
curity of the rest of the world we 
are bound to keep it working and 
in running order after the war, 
probably for a good many years, 
not only till we have set up some 
world arrangement to keep the 
peace but until we know that it is 
an arrangement which will really 
give us that protection we must 
have from danger and aggression 
and which already we have had to 
seek across two vast world wars. 
I am not qualified of course to 
judge whether or not this would 
become a party question in the 
United States and I would not pre- 
sume to discuss that point. I am 
sure, however, that it would not 
be a party question in Great Bri- 
tain. 

We must not let go of the secur- 
ities we have found necessary to 
preserve our lives and liberties un- 
til we are quite sure we have 
something else to put in their 
place which will give us an equal- 
ly solid guarantee. 

The great Bismarck, for there 
were once great men in Germany 
(laughter), is said to have observed 
toward the close of his life that 
the most potent factor in human 
society at the end of the Nine- 
teenth Century was the fact that 
the British and American peoples 
spoke the same language, That 
was a pregnant saying. Certainly 
it has enabled us to wage war to- 
gether, with an intimacy and har- 
mony never before achieved among 
allies. This gift of a common 
tongue is a priceless inheritance 
and it may well some day become 


000 the foundation of a common citi- 


zenship. 


Would Spread Use of English. 
I like to think of Britons and 
Americans moving about freely 
over each other’s wide estates with 
hardly a sense of being foreign to 
one another. But I do not see why 
we should not try to spread our 
common language even more 
widely throughout the globe and, 
without seeking selfish advantage 
over any, possess ourselves of this 
invaluable birthright. 

Some months ago I persuaded 
the British Cabinet to set up a 
committee of ministers to study 
and report upon basic English. 
Here you have a plan—there are 
others—but here you have a very 
carefully wrought plan for an in- 
ternational language capable of 
very wide transactions of practical 
business and of interchange of 
ideas. The whole of it is comprised 
in about 650 nouns and 200 verbs 
or other parts of speech, no more, 
indeed, than can be written one 
one side of a single sheet of paper. 


What was my delight when the 
other evening, quite unexpectedly, 
I heard the President of the 
United States suddenly speak of 
the merits of basic English. And 
is it not a coincidence that with 
all this in mind I should arrive 
at Harvard in fulfillment of a 
long-dated invitation to receive 
this degree which your President 
has honored me. Because Harvard 
has done more than any other 
American ‘university to promote 
the extension of basic English. 

The first work on basic English 
was ‘written by two Englishmen, 
Ivor Richards, now of Harvard 
University, and Ogden of Cam- 
bridge University, England, work- 
ing association. 


Basic English Teaching. 

The Harvard Commission on 
English Language Studies is dis- 
tinguished in both point of re- 
search and practical work, par- 
ticularly in introducing the use of 
basic English in America. And 
this commission, your commission, 
is now, I am told, working with 
the secondary schools in Boston on 
the use of a basic English in teach- 
ing the main language to Amer- 
ican children and in teaching it 
to foreigners preparing for citizen- 
ship. Gentlemen, I make you my 
compliments. 

You are at the headstream of 


Party about it! (Much laughter). 
Let us go forward with other men, 
other nations, similar in aim, Let 
us go forward in malice toward 
none and with good will to all.” 
Such plans offer far better 
prizes than taking away other 
peoples provinces or land or grind- 
ing them down in exploitation. ... 
The empires of the future are 
the empires of the mind. 

It would be lamentable if those 
who are charged with the duty of 
leading great nations forward in 
this grievous and obstinate war 
were to allow their minds and en- 
ergies to be diverted from making 
the plans to achieve our righteous 
purposes without needless prolong- 
ation of slaughter and destruction. 
Nevertheless we are also bound 
so far as life and strength allow, 
and without prejudice to our dom- 
inating military tasks, to look 
ahead to those days which will 
surely come when we shall have 
finally beaten down Satan under 
our feet and find ourselves with 
the other great allies at once the 
master and the servants of the 
future. 


U. S. Part in World Security. 
Various schemes for achieving 
world security while yet preserv- 
ing national rights, traditions and 
customs are being studied and 
proved. We have all the fine work 
which was done a quarter of a 
century ago by those who devised 
and tried to make effective the 
League of Nations after the last 
war. It is said that the League of 
Nations failed. If so, that is large- 
ly because it was abandoned and 
later on betrayed, because those 
who were its best friends were, 
till a very late period, infected 
with a futile fanaticism, Because, 
sir, the United States, the orig- 
inating impulse, fell out of the line. 
Because while France had been 
bled white and England was su- 
pine and bewildered a monstrous 
growth of aggression sprang up in 
Germany, in Italy and Japan. 
We have learned from the hard 
experience that stronger, more ef- 
ficient, more vigorous world insti- 
tutions must be created to pre- 
serve peace and to forestall] the 
causes of future wars. In this 
task, the strongest victorious na- 
tions must be combined and also 
those who have borne the burden, 
and heat of the day, and suffered 
under the flails of adversity. 


“If Divided, All Will Fail.” 

And in this creative task there 
are some who favor a world coun- 
cil and under it regional or con- 
tinental councils. And there are 
others who prefer a semi-occupant 
organization. All these matters 
have weight with us now, in spite 
of the war which none can Say has 
reached its climax, which is per- 
haps entering for us British and 
Americans upon its most severe 
and costly stage. But I am here to 
tell you that whatever form your 
system of world security may take, 
however the nations are grouped 
and ranged, whatever derogations 
are made from national sovereign- 
ty for the sake of the larger thesis, 
nothing will work soundly or for 
long without the united efforts of 
the British and American peoples. 

If we are together nothing is im- 
possible, if we are divided all will 
fail. I therefore preach continu- 
ally the doctrine of the fraternal 
association of our two peoples, not 
for any purpose of gaining indig- 
enous material advantages for 
either of them nor for territorial 
aggrandizement or the vain pomp 
of earthly domination but, for the 
sake of service to mankind and for 
the honor that comes to those who 
faithfully serve great causes, 

And here let me say how proud 
we ought to be, young and old, to 
be living in a tremendous, thrill- 
ing, formative epoch in the human 
story and how fortunate it was for 
the world that when these great 
trials came upon us there was a 
generation that terror could not 
conquer and brutal violence could 
not enslave. 

Let all who are here remember, 
as the words of the hymn we have 
just sung suggest, that we are on 
the stage of history and that what- 
ever our station may be, what- 
ever part we have to play, great or 
small, our conduct is liable to be 
scrutinized not only by history but 
by our own descendants. Let us 
rise to the full level of our duty 
and of our opportunity and let us

SUPREME COURT DENIES WRIT 
IN SUIT OVER PAROLE OFFICER 


The Missouri Supreme Court en 
banc refused today to intervene in 
the suit, now pending in St, Louis 
Circuit Court, to prevent Judge 
Louis Comerford, of the Court of 
Criminal Correction, from remov- 
ing Miss Hazel Swanson as chief 
parole officer of the latter court. 

The Supreme Court’s action, 

which was not accompanied by 
any explanatory opinion, leaves 
Miss Swanson free to proceed with 
her suit, before Circuit Judge Rob- 
ert J. Kirkwood, for a writ of pro- 
hibition against Judge Comerford, 
to prevent her removal. 
Judge Comerford’s suit, which 
the Supreme Court denied, was for 
a writ of prohibition against Judge 
Kirkwood, to restrain him from 
hearing Miss Swanson’s suit. 

Judge Comerford, a Republican 
elected last year, desired to name 
Miss Emma Bobb, former chair- 
man of the Election Board, as chief 
parole officer at $150 a month, and 
offered to let Judge David W. 
FitzGibbon, Democratic judge of 
the other court division, name the 
assistant at $100 a month. Judge 
FitzGibbon refused to agree to this, 
and has resisted any move to 
change the present parole staff.

fore it, started. 

Spouts of white and yellow 
water spurted upward along the 
shore as the warships pounded the 
beach with increasing fury. The 
mist was split wtih flashes of 
tracer shells making orange-col- 
ored streaks against the dark 
mountain background. 

For half-an-hour the bombard- 
ment thudded and clouds of smoke: 
arose and plumbed skyward. As 
the warships separated and as- 
sumed positions on each side of 
the landing beach, landing craft 
bearing Australian infantry sped 
between them and disappeared 
momentarily in the drifting smoke, 
‘then skillfully shot toward the 
beach, dropped their ramps and 
disgorged their cargoes of brown 
running soldiers. Only a few had 
been unloaded when the Japanese 
air force got in its only effective 
stroke. 


Bombed by Japs.’ 

From over Lae, we saw five 
planes which we at first thought 
were our own, moving, clearly out- 
lined, toward the beachhead. Anti- 
aircraft bursts showed black be- 
neath them. Then we knew they 
flashes of 
their bombs on the beach cut 
clearly through smoke and mist. 
The planes, still clearly visible 
against the skyline, swept east- 
ward, cut across the range and 
disappeared. Our own fighters 
and bombers were in the vicinity 
but seemingly too far away to 
intercept them. 

Despite the bombing, our ships 
proceeded evenly on their courses, 
each wave landing, spewing its 
cargo and roaring astern to make 
way for more. 

Our turn came toward 7:30. We 
clambered aboard infantry-landing 
craft and crawled forward under 
canvas cover, clutching our packs, 
cramped in between tense, eager 
soldiers bearing heavy packs, 
rifles and tommy guns. 

“Hold on, everyone,” yelled the 
coxswain, “only five yards to the 
beach.” 


Craft Hits Beach. 


We struck sand with a thud, 
the ramp dropped and all had 
Jumped across the surf and were 
running toward the jungle in less 
than a minute. 

We threw our packs into a bam- 
boo thicket and turned to view the 
work which can only be conceived 
and carried out by the precise 
minds of engineers. 

The first barges unloaded trac- 
tors and big road graders with 
plows eight feet long, and great 
heaps of wire mesh covered with 
burlap, used to make foads over 
sand and swamp. We reached the 
beach 45 minutes after these heavy 
caterpillars but they already had 
gouged three roads through the 
swamp to dispersal points. 

The men, working like mad, un- 
folded 10-foot wide metal strips 
which by that time extended 
yards along the beach. @ressing 
‘past the chugging monsters we 
looked at the open maws of barges, 
each with a stream of soldiers 
going in on the right and coming 
out on the left bearing crates and 
boxes, dragging guns and loading 
jeeps. Directly before us, one in- 
fantry landing craft heeled on its 
side, smoke pouring from the 
broken sides of its superstructure. 
I ran aboard and halted suddenly 
before a twisted human form. The 
whole port side of the craft was 
riddled and the decks splattered 
with blood and flesh. It was the 
worst casualty of the landing.

Confusion Ends. 


As minutes passed, the confu- 
sion in front of each craft quickly 
attained order. Piles of material 
landed at top speed and moved off 
into the jungle or made even rec- 
tangles inside the brush nearby. 
Individuals merged into masses. 
Signs with number for designation 
appeared. Then men ran to speci- 
fied positions. Chaos became order 
as the lines marched or rode on 
vehicles of every sort inland. 


Quickly most of the smaller craft 
unloaded and departed on the 
metal strip of road stretched along 
the beach. A fire which broke out 
on the shattered landing craft 
quickly was snuffed, 

In midmorning, abogfra a landing 
craft outbound, we saw in the dis- 
tance the smoking ruins of Lae, 
and saw the beach confusion ended 
and the first great amphibious ef- 
fort of the Southwest Pacific mag- 
nificently finished.

curled shoe. And the insides of a 
tank are full of evidences of the 
men who ran them, penciled notes 
written on the walls, a telephone 
number, a sketch of a profile on 
the steel armor plate. Probably 
every vehicle in the whole Army 
has a name, usually the name of a 
girl but sometimes a brave name 
like Hun Chaser. That one got 
badly hit. And there is a tank with 
no track and with:the whole top of 
the turret shot away by a heavy, 
shell, but on her skirt in front is 
still her name and she is called 
Lucky Girl. Every one of these 
vehicles lying in the wreck yard 
has some tremendous story, but in 
many of the cases the story died 
with the driver and the crew. 


There are little tags tied to the 
barrels of the guns. One says: 
“The recoil slaps sideways. I'm 
scared of it.” And another says, 
“You can’t hit a barn with this 
any more.” And in a little while 
these guns, refitted and painted, 
with their camouflage, will be 
back in the fight again. 

There is hammering in the yard, 
and fizz of welders and hiss of 
steam pipes. The men are stripped 
to the waist, working under the 
hot African sun, their skins 
burned nearly black, The little 
cranes run excitedly about carry- 
ing parts, stacking engines, tear- 
ing the hopeless jobs to pieces for 
their usable parts. It is a very ac- 
tive place, probably the largest 
tank hospital in the world.

Direct Bomb Hit. 


A Japanese bomb had made a 
direct hit killing several Australian 
soldiers as well as the American 
skipper. 

Further along the beach another 
infantry landing craft listed heavi- 
ly. It, too, had suffered one killed 
and several wounded, from a sec- 
ond Japanese bomb. 

In the thick undergrowth near 
the beach, Australian and Ameri- 
can Medical Corps men adminis- 
tered first aid to a few men who 
had been hit with flying frag- 
ments. 

Several formations of our Liber- 
ators and Fortresses droned over 
with fighters covering them. Short- 
ly, the earth trembled as tons of 
bombs landed in Lae. This shud- 
dering bombardment continued 
throughout the landing. Frequent- 
ly, a fighter streaked over the 
beach or skimmed the palm grove 
extending a mile back toward the 
mountains. 

Working with power-driven saws, 
engineers felled thick palm trees 
which the tractors dragged with 
chains to creeks or swampy spots. 
Bridges grew in minutes almost 
before the last log was laid and 
“cats” crawled over and pressed 
farther with the road clearing. 
Sweating men, Australians mixed 
in oydered confusion with Ameri- 
can engineers, hauled, dragged and 
lifted the infinite variety of cargo 
necessary to the maintenance of 
an army in the field. 


Great Boats Land. 

As a climax to this demonstra- 
tion of American genius for rapid 
work with heavy engines, came 
the landing of boats. As the pon- 
derous hulks drove to the beach 
even the frantic soldiers driven by 
desire for speed, halted in their 
tracks and viewed the monstérs in 
awe as they struck the beach and 
magically opened their great ramps 
to let them drop slowly to the edge 
of the surf. 

It is impossible to enumerate the 
contents of one of these jugger- 
nauts. Trucks, tractors, jeeps, big 
guns, little guns, girders for 
bridges, tons of explosives in cases, 
building material, rolled out under 
their own power or are dragged 
out by trucks. Interspersed with 
vehicles and. materials, the infan- 
try marched from somewhere in 
the bowels of the boat while artil 
lerymen rode the guns back of the 
tractors.

NOW EVERY REVOLVER shot in the due] be- 
tween the Dale Jones gang and the law reverber- 
ated throughout the Middle West. National 
Guardsmen joined the hunt, rifles ready, by day 
astride every main artery of travel, by night stab- 
bing the dark of the roads with their pocket 
torches. 

Dale Jones, as I have said, was afraid of Kan- 
sas City Blackie, not of the dead shot, but of the 
coward in him.

German and Italian naturalized or American-born citizens, 
however, have been allowed their proper freedom. Why shculd 
we pick on our Japanese citizens and treat them differently 
from the Italians and Germans?

SOME OF the Bs» —— of Japanese hackground 
have had their educations interfered with because of the war 
and the sudden prejudice that attached to their yellow skin. 
When they sought transfers to colleges and universities farther 
inland, the majority of the latter wouldn’t accept them. Like 
typical hysterical mobs, these colleges violated their justifica- 
tion for existence, which is to teach scientific candor and free 
dom from silly emotionalism. Here in Dlinoia some of our 
college faculties voted to accept these American citizens of 
yellow skin, however, but the local chapters of the American 


Legion waxed so excited and went on such an emotional de 


bauch that the colleges submitted to the Legion’s pressure.

We 
Americans realize that—although 
there will be enough food for ev- 
eryone—the varieties of food avail- 
able will become fewer as the war 
continues. Pickles and relishes 
will help round out the appeal of 
those meals which have become 
more simple each day. 


Dill Pickles, 


Five pounds cucumbers (four to 
five inches long and one and one- 
half inches in diameter), 12 slices 
white onion, eight one-eighth 
inch rings red pepper, two cups 
cider vinegar, four and one-half 
cups water, one-half cup salt, two 
teaspoons sugar, 12 stalks fresh 
dill, 

Wash. cucumbers thoroughly in 
two or three cold waters. Pack 
vertically into clean, sterile con- 
tainers, using two or three 
branches dill, three slices onion, 
two rings pepper and one-half tea- 
spoon sugar to each quart jar. 
Heat vinegar, water and salt to 
boiling; then pour into the jars, 
covering the pickles with at least 
one-half inch of the liquid. Seal 
if possible with glass lids or, if not 
available, use enamel-lined lids. 
Store in a cool, dry place. Makes

Possibility 
Of Typhoid 
Still Exists

T SEEMS strange to recall that 
| only since 1916 have we been 

certain of the way to prevent 
typhoid fever. This was when Per- 
shing’s troops entered. Mexico. 
They were all immunized against 
typhoid and after a campaign dur- 
ing which they encountered all 
sorts of sanitary conditions and 
all sorts of drinking water, they 
returned without a single case of 
typhoid having been reported in 
the command. I talked to medi- 
cal officers in 1917 who had been 
on’ that expedition and they sai 
it was noticeable that the olde 
officers would sit around. with a 
kind of lost expression, as if they 
missed something. Finally one of 
them one night slapped his knee 
and said, “By Golly! I know what 


’ it is—typhoid.” 


And that was only twenty-seven 
years ago. * 

x *« * 

IT IS TRUE the United States 
Army began universal vaccination 
against typhoid before that—as 
early as 1909. And in 1911 there 
was a Maneuver Division at San 
Antonio, Tex., with a strength of 
12,000 men who completed their 
maneuvers with two cases of ty- 
phoid developing (both in men who 
had somehow escaped vaccination). 
But these maneuvers were™ con- 
ducted over terrain where there 
was fairly good supervision of 
water supply, and the Mexican ex- 
pedition, as I said, moved around 
in a completely unsanitary district. 

The record is a glaring contrast 
with that of a division at Jack- 
sonville, Fla., in 1898, where 2693' 
cases of typhoid were reported 
with 248 deaths. i 

Almoth Wright proposed typhoid 
vaccination before 1900, and the 
British tried it out during the 
Boer War. But right in the middle 
of it they began to wobble. The 
British do everything well and 
when they wobble, they make a 
masterpiece of it. Some staff of- 
ficer thought the vaccination took 
too much time, caused too much 
temporary invalidism, so he over- 
rode the medical officers and 
about half the vaccinations were 
incompleted. The result was that 
the British had a great deal of 
typhoid during the Boer triumph. 


x « * 

‘THIS EXPERIENCE almost 
threw the whole procedure into 
disrepute. If you are going to 
vaccinate for typhoid, do it thor- 
oughly and completely. 

Typhoid, like several other dis- 
eases we mentioned this week— 
diphtheria and smallpox—is almost 
unknown now, and this is likely 
to induce a false sense of security, 
because it is only latent. We had 
in my hospital four cases of ty- 
phoid last year, the first time the 
faculty had had an opportunity 
to demonstrate this classical con- 
dition for years. They were all 
from one family of Mexicans and 
we found that instead of using 
the city water they had encamped 
in a vacant lot and used a spring. 

Of course, all alert communities 
have their water inspected. and 


.. sterilized which has cut down the 


typhoid rate, but such experiences 
as the above show that individual 
vaccination is still the only certain 
way of protection. 

The age at which typhoid vac- 
cination should be carried out is 
5 to 8 years. Re-vaccination 
should probably be done if you 
are going on a journey outside 
the country.

WORDS TO WATCH 
Mes on should not be accent- 


ed on the first syllable, as 
“MEW-zee-um,” a  pronunci- 
ation widely heard in America. 

In Greek antiquity, a museum 
was a temple sacred to the Muses, 
the nine goddesses, daughters of 
Zeus, who presided over song, 
poetry, and the arts and sciences. 
Their names are Calliope, Clio, 
Erato, Euterpe, Melpomene, Po- 
lymnia, Terpsichore, Thalia, and 
Urania. 

‘Museum should be accented on 
the second syllable, thus: mew- 
ZEFE-um, 

Likewise, DYCEUM should not 
receive a first-syllable accent. Be 
sure to accent the second syllable, 
as: ly-SEE-um. 

The word EPICUREAN should 
not be accented on the “-cu-” syl- 
lable. Stress the first and fourth 
syllables, thus: EP-i-kew-REE’un. 

The word derives from Epicurus 
(341-270 B. C.); who was a noted 
Greek philosopher, writer, and 
teacher. He was revered for his 
kindness and love of pleasure and 
good living. 

It is best usage to accent HER- 
CULEAN on the “-cu-’ syllable, as: 
her-KEW-lee-un. Second choice 
is: HER-kew-LEE’un. 

It is surprising how many per- 
sons of good education pronounce 
POEM as “pome,” to rhyme with 
“dome.” By the same token, they

CANBERRA, Australia (Delayed). 


HERE is a curious sense of 
T excitement about seeing. a con- 

tinent for the first time when 
you never really expected to see it. 
It seemed so improbable to me 
that I would ever make this trip, 
that I still feel a little as though 
I were in a dream world. 


My first glimpse of Australia 
was its wooded and indented shore 
with fine sand beaches, and here 
and there rocks and high cliffs. 
Our glimpse of Sydney was from 
the air, except for a brief stop at 
the airport for weather reports. 
Then we went on to Canberra. 
The Governor General and Lady 
Gowrie, the Prime Minister and 
many commonwealth ministers 
and their wives met us at the 
airport. A larger group of camera 
men faced us than I had ever 
seen, even at home. 

I inspected the R, A. A. F. guard 
of honor, commanded by Flight Lt. 
Cowley, and then we drove to 
passing 
through the military college, which 
was established by Lord Kitchener 
and modeled after our West Point. 
I was interested also to learn that 
this capital city was planned by an 
American. Later the Prime Min- 
ister told me at dinner that the 
federal sphere was greatly influ-

States and Australia had many 
reasons to be similar.

Desperate 


Bid Causes 
Big Penalty 


By Ely Culbertson 


T is safe to say that the largest 
| °: all penalties are incurred 
through “desperation bids,” made 
when the opponents have a part- 
score and are about to cash in on 
it. For example: 
East dealer. 
Neither side vulnerable. 
East-West 60 part-score. 


What happened to South in his 
horrifying two spade contract was 
exactly what should happen to any 
player who casts discretion to the 
winds whenever his opponents en- 
joy a part-score. 

West opened the club jack—not 
that he wanted to ruff clubs but 
simply so that he would not have 
to guess between a heart and a 
diamond lead. Dummy’s club 
queen was put in to cover and 
East won with the king. A trump 
was promptly returned and South's 
jack was smothered by the king. 
West now shifted to a low heart, 
dummy ‘played low, and East's 
queen won. A second spade lead, 
ducked by South, went to West's 
nine and West now returned the 
heart jack. For no particular rea- 
son, declarer put up dummy’s king 
and East was in again, this time 
with the heart:ace. A third spade 
lead allowed West to cash the 10 
and ace, thus reducing declarer to 
a single trump. Now when a third 
heart was led, declarer had little 
choice but to ruff, and after that 
the diamond ace was the only 
trick he could take. Thus, on his 
contract for eight tricks, he took 
exactly two fricks, and the 1100 
point penalty given to East-West 
was excellent compensation for the 
nonvulnerable game they had tem- 
porarily surrendered. 


There were several points about 
this deal, or to be more specific, 
the bidding thereof, that are worth 
mentioning. First, it must be ob- 
served that East’s selection of one 
no trump, rather than the club bid 
that would be chosen by so many 
misguided players, had a distinct 
bearing on what followed. At the 
very least, it brought East-West 
200 points more than they would 
otherwisé have received, since 
South could have overcalled a club 
with one spade. Presumably, West 
would have lowered his sights to 
double even that low overcall, but 
he might not, and even if he did 
North-South would be one trick 
better off.

‘| TO CHICAGOAN FOR $5,251,000 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 7 (AP).— 
Sale of the Stevens Hotel in Chi- 
cago to A. 8S. Kirkeby, Chicago 
hotel operator, on his cash bid of 
$5,251,000 was announced today by 
the War Department.
